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SUNDAY CLOSING.

The closing of the =zaloong and bar
rooms yesterday was complete, so far as
the front doors were concerned, and
in one respect, at least, The Dalles
resembled New York. The uomtter
cavsed much discnssion, and opinion
seemed to be considerably divided as tv
the wisdom of a Sanday closing law,
There was, however, & very gencral
opinion among those who neither own
or regularly patronize bar rooms, thar
the law should be enforced o long as it
stands as a law,

As Tee CuroxiwoLe has heretofore
urged, there is nothing so conducive to
gontempt of the law as the retention ot
one which is enforced, if enforced a1
all, at the caprice nf police officers,
Officers exereising police functions are
appointed and sworn, not to legi-late for
the community, but to enforce the law
us enacted by the legislative power. It
is an extremely dangerous power to give
to police officers. To enforce the law is
not at their discretion; and yet that is
exnctly the power which is assumed by
police officers in most cities, and is left
in their hands through the indifference
of citizens. There is no reason why the
law, as it stands, should not be enlorced
mn The Dalles. If it isn law whicha
majority of the people do not wish, and
the guestion is one of policy only, it
should be repealed. This is & conntry
in which the msjority roles, and we
should assume that a law once enacted
ig the will of the majority until itis re-
pealed. If the meajority will not enact
or maintain lawe which are for the gen-
eral or moral welfare of the community,
then there is work for the educator, and
when the educator has accomplished his
work the beneficial law will fullow. The
liquor traffic is & peeculiar one, requiring,
according to the cousensus of opinion of
most communities, cities and states, to
be restrained and regulated by law.
We have laws regolating if,and until
they are repealed they shomld be en-
forced, and tnose whoee business it is to
enforce them have no business to ques-
tion anyone whether the law should be
<enforced or not; it is their daty to per-
form the duties of their offices. We
heartily commend the officers, who ever
they may be, that have in this city
taken up the work. Mr. Theodore
Rosevelt’s example is a most excellent
one to follow.

THE CHAUTAUQUA MOVEMENT.

No educational movement in recent
years has reached the wide celebrity
and saccess that the Chantanqua move-
ment has attasined. Begun on a smal!
%eale, with no intention of passing be-
vond the local limita of a small circle,
its inflnence has pervaded the intellect-
nal life of the world. The need of this
work was strongly impressed apon Dr.
Vincent, and with Lewis Miller of
Akron, Ohio, a8 joint originator, the
plan was made public August, 1878,
Dr. Vincent believed thoroughly in its
power to uplift and enrich muititades of
men and women, and be presented it in
an address which powerfully moved and
ngtonished his audience. His plan
seemed so clear and practical as he ex-
plained it, that people, who for years
had usccepted with doll resignation the
narrow limits of their intellectual lives,
were etartled into recognizing that it
had been their own inaction that had
" been binding them, and that after all
the world of knowledge and thought
might be for thom.

This address, in its leveling effect, is
spoken of as amusing, as well as pa-
thetic. Young and old, college-bred
and untraioed, rich and poor, busy and
idle, joined the circle with one accord,
seeming to comprehend that the parsait
of knowledge and calture is indapendent
of a'l conditions. Beventeen years suc-
cessful work have proven that whatever
defects were embodied in this eystem,
time and effort can remedy; anditis
already well proven that for those who
are too old, toco poor, or too busy to go
to echool, matore life and old age can be
turned into youath; shop, railway car,
kitehen or forest, can be turped intoa
achool, and life made & richer and more

beautiful thing,

CONGRESSIONAL BSEEDS.

The New York Evening Post com-
mends the action of Becretary Morton
in stopping the free distribution of seeds
by congresemen; and in this we heart-
ily eoncar. If there ever was a greater
farce than the indiscriminate mailing of
packages of seeds by the nation’s law-

wivers, it is the like mailing of public
documents — egricnltural and patent
office reporte—to merchantes and profes-
sional men. It is =afe Lloeay that not
one-half the seeds sent out by congress-
men—and the mails are bardened with
them every year—every reach the soil.
Nearly all the public reports are con-
signed to the fire or the old paper-buyer.
The whole system was inaugurated
for the purpose of enabling congreesmen

5| to flutter voters. The expense to the

government must be considerable, and

. | 1if congressmen only knew it, the result,

in the way of vote-getting, is extremely
smonll, If.some plan conld be devised
which wounld require congreszmen to
pay the eost of printing the so-called
speeches, with which they flood the
country eyvery year, another item of ex-
vense wounld be cut off, and the country
would be as well off. It is certain the
postmasters woald be relieved of a great
annoyance.

Some gentlewen from Goldendale, who
are in the city, speak in enthusiastic
rerms of the new railroad now buailding
to Lyle—the work being pushed from
Lyle up the canyon. It is claimed that
the road has sufficient backing to build
it without soy trouble, and if such be
the case, its completion will he an early
result., Whether or not the road will
pay after it 18 butlt, is a matter of gues-
tion. During the wheat season the
traing will be heuvily loaded, but there
will be muny months in the year when
husiness will be very light, It takes
wore than one community—even if it be
a2 large and fertile as the Klickitat val-
sey—to support a railroad, and we donbt
if the investors ever realize on their
vapital. Good roads would be a batter
investmenl than a railrond, when it is
not sure there will be traffic enough to
make it pay.

The Regulator line thus far Las had
no cessation in its buoeiness gince it be-
gun running in the early epring. It
azed to be said that boata woold be un-
able to reach the Cascade eanal for a
month or six weeks during each year;
but this isshown to be a mistake. Next
season will bring a fleet of boats, and
steamboating will be more lively than
at any time eince the days before the
railroad, But the citizens' line will
have to take'the lead, haviog mude
itself populur, and haviog done a splen-
did service to the country along the
river.

Wheat is eelling in this market at 45
cents, and in Portland at 48. There
was n time, not long ago, when the dif
ference was very much greater. With
the completion of the canal at the Cas-
cades the ditference will be decreased
about one-haif; then The Dalles will be,
by long odds, the best wheat market in
Oregon ountside of Portland. The plac-
ing of a line of boats on the upper river,
and the building of a portage about the
dalles, will aid the conntry east of here
a8 much as the state portage and boat
line have heretofore sided ns. We hope
this will goon be the sitaation,

The city eouncil has done a commend-
able act in ordering vcertain sidewalks
throughout the city repaired. A city ie
judged by ite ountward looks, ns people
are by their clothes, acd too muoch paing
cannot be taken in always appearing in
best attire, Some of our sidewslka are
in a deplorable condition, and strangers
coming to town receive a bad impres-
sion of the place. Aside fromw the dan-
gerons {eatures connected with bad
streets and walks, the demands of grow-
ing civilization require they be pat in
good repair.

It now seems iwmprobable that Port-
laud will have a mechanics fair this fall.
The city will be the loser, but the state
outside of Portland will be the better
off. The last fairs in Portland were
fakes, and the pecple of the state wonld
have little confidence in the one pro-
posed, So perhaps it will be better all
around for the matter to go by the
board. ’

The reports from all quarters indicate
that wherever crops were well put in the
yield is sbundant, and that poorly-pre-
pared land, over-worked land, and vol-
unteer crops yield nothing, or next to
nothing. Oregon is generally 2o frait-
ful that farmers become careless and
expect much in return for little. Tt ie
much more profitable to farm less and
farm well, and when this rule is per-
sistently-followed, failure will be rare,

It seems to us Chrietians far more
atrocions for the heathen Chinamen lo
murder Christiang in China than it did
when our Christian nation suffered
heathen Chinamen to be massacred in
the United States. Bat, in-view of all
the circumstances, the excess of atroeity
is against ns. We sincerely hope
heathen Chinan will be more prompt
and vigoroug in punishing the wurder-
ers than we were.

It is not often st this season of the
year that the county jail is so filled,
Althongh there still remain several
monthe before the conveningof coart,
there are some gix or eight prisoners
awaiting trial, None of these are geri-
ous offenders, and if something could
bappen by which the whole lot wonld
skip the country, the county would be
the gainer, and very little herm done
anyone.

A JAIL FOR WOMEN "NEEDED.

Thera is urgent need in this city for a
jhil exclnsively for women. The only
axcnse for the existence of o jail is that
it is 8 neceseary means of preventing the
violation of law—restraining, punishing
and reforming vicletors of the law.
Thers have been recently several occa-
sions in the county and city for the ar-
sest and incarceration of women. There
is no convenient separate apartment in
which to place them, and the officérs
are compellsd to place them under lock
and key in the common jail, where they
have only the society .of the men ac-
ensed of crime; not a desirable class for
men to associate with, and often not
decent mesociates” for women.

The women who are arrested may not
be worthy of good society, but the pre-
sam ption is that they are as good as any.
There ls no reason why innocent women,
a8 well as innocent men, may not be
arrested and kept in jail. Anyway hu-
manity and decency demsands that the
unfortunate women, who must be kept
in jail, shonld have apartments separate
from men. The demand ie imperative
in the case of decent women, and possi-
bly more so in the case of immoral
women.

We understand that the county jail
now containg a female prisoner, and yes-
terday an insane woman was placed in
the vity jail.
